London, Ont., (CUP) — Cloaor 
B880ciation between NFCUa and 
the International Union of Stu- 
dents was recommended by the 
Student Christian Movement of 
Canada, at their national confer- 
ence held at the UnlverBlty of 
Western Ontario. 

CCMMUNIST DO.M1NATION' 

Tho lUS was formed a year 
after tho end of the war, with the 
aim of unifying the students of 
the world for action and discuss- 
ion. Since that time, It has hc- 
come Increasingly dominated by 
the ideas of Communism and by 
tho nations from behind the Iron 
curtain. For this reason, tho 
Western nations, feeling that the 
organization was being used for 
political propaganda, refused to 
Join, or have dropped out. Canada 
has never been a mchibcr, but has 
usually sent observers to the lUS 
conferences. 

Until recently, It has only been 
possible to join as a full nienilier, 
although non-nienibcrs could and 
did send observers. The Associate 
, Membership Is something now, 
and permits members In that ca- 
tegory to disassociate themselves 
with any specific action or resolu- 
tion of tho lUS. 

SCM OnSKIlVKIlS 

The decision of tho SCM na- 
tional conferc^nce resulted from 
the report sent bacli by 'thrco 
SCM observers at an lUS confer- 
ence this year. They were Bill 
Wilmott. Sheila .McDonough, and 
Charles Taylor. All were from 
McOIIl with the exception of Tay- 



lor — an ex-McQIll student, now 
at Oxford on a Rhodes Scholar- 
shop. Taylor was also acting as 
official observer for the National 
Federation of Canadian Universi- 
ty Students. 

Tho conference was held In Bu- 
charest this summer, and was at- 
tended by about 12,000 students. 
OIISintVKItS* IlKI'OUT 

The observers' report strongly 
condemned the unreasoning and 
ovcr-emotlnnal ntttltude of the 
I US. dooming It to bo "totally In- 
Hlnccro In Its doiiUngs." This re- 
ferred particularly to the discuss- 
ions about East-West differences. 

It also criticised tho lack of 
sincere examination by Christian 
students of the tenets of Marxist

McGill Scientists Design 
New Air Defense System 



A new plan, designed by a 
group of .McGlll tidcntists under 
the direction of Prof. Garnet A. 
Woonton, may form a major part 
In North America's continental 
protection against invading air 
forces. 

The system, known as the Mc- 
Glll Fence, would replace the 
Lincoln Line, proposed by the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, However, there was little 
likelihood of this plan being fully 
completed as earlier this week 
Canadian and American observ- 
ers began to find flaws In the 
Arctic Una. 

SECRKCÏ 
The new system has been In 
planning at the Eaton Electron- 
ics Laboratory for some time, and 
was kept under strict security by 
the Canadian government. The 
plan will bo submitted in October 
to a Joint meeting of the Cana- 
dian-United tSates defence boards. 

I>I,A\E-SPOT'n\0 FIELD 
The now plan calls for an In- 
termediate plane-spotting field 
aided by new technological deve- 
lopments effectuated at McGlll, 
and while the band of secrecy 



shrouding .McGIII has been rigid- 
ly enforced, It Is reasonable to 
assume that direction gauging Is 
an essential feature, as this was 
lacking in the Lincoln Line. 

liESvS cos-r 

The new line will undoubtedly 
cost a good deal less than the 
estimated $600 million to il bil- 
lion for the Lincoln Line, and 
also may be built more quickly. 
Thero is additional reason to be- 
lieve that It will give Canadian 
and American earlier and longer 
warning of an air attack. These 
are all factors expected to ho In 
favor of the McGlll Fence when 
It in submitted to the Canadian- 
United tSatcs defence board. 

At present across the north- 
land, above the^; population a belt 
of Canada, Canadians ^'nil "Amer- 
icans are manning look-out sta- 
tions for which Canada pays one- 
third the cost and the United St.v 
tes tho remaining portion. 

It is reportc<l from Washing- 
ton that the United States Na- 
tional Security Council, senior 
strategy-policy body of the US, 
believes It imperative that con- 
tinental defences be strengthen- 
ed.

Executive Council last Friday. 

This profit gives the Students' Society a total unrestricted surplus as of June 30 
1953 of $31,293. In addition to this, there is a restricted surplus of $10,000 reserved for 
emergencies 'by a motion of the Council in 1951.

Howiever, 
for those ready to help lis with the poll 
there will be forms available at The Daily 
offices and at the Tuck Shop in the Union. 

We await the result of our efforts 
with great anticipation.

dent organizations are discussed. This 
year the conference will be held at Mc- 
Gill and should provide students of our 
university with an excellent opportuni- 
ty to meet students from all over Can- 
ada. 

NFCUS sponsors a series of Exchan- 
ge Scholarships, available to students 
who have two or more years of study 
and with the necessary academic quali- 
fications. This enables any student to 
spend, a year at a different university 
and gather a wider range of collegiate 
experience. Freshmen generally are not 
aware of these scholarships, and find 
out about them too late to take advant- 
age of them. 

Within the framework of the Stu- 
dents' Society itself there are many 
clubs and solleties which will give in- 
terested students a field where, they 
can put into practice the ideas assimil- 
ated at lectures. Political clubs, tech- 
nical societies, 'hobby" groups, reli- 
gious organizations, publications, lan- 
guage clubs, and many others are all 
ready to give the student a chance to 
widen his scope of thought. •

Ono ot tho University of Tor- 
onto's greatest swimmers, Hart 
Oeveuny, is waging tho luughcs*. 
battle of his Ufa In a Winnipeg 
hospital now. Stricken by thi* 
dread disease of polio In July, 
Uovcnny lies alnioit completely 
paralyzed lu an Iron lung. 

Only 21, I'bronto swimming 
coach Cressy McCatty rates Hart 
as tho best swimmer ever to swim 
for tho Dlues. He was unbeaten 
last year In tho ::20 and 440 yards 
frecstylo events in nino colicgB 
meets. Ho won both Intorcollcgi- 
ato titles at tho meet hero In Feb- 
ruary, setting now record;. 

Ho bit 2:14.7 In the 220 and 
4:S8 In the 440. The inedley relay 
team, with Ucvcnny at anchor, 
also ended up winners. \ 

Ho started his swim career nt 
tho age of 14 under tifo guidance 
of veteran coach A.M. "Pop" Sid- 
well. He trained hard and took a 
good share of medals at play- 
ground and winter competition. 

In his first two years at the 
University of Manitoba, he was 
captain of tho sv'imniing team 
and sot two records In competi- 
tion. He made a 'bid for Canada's 
Olympic team but missed by a 
slight margin In time trials. 

When he won the two-mile 
swim at tho CNQ, tho City of Win- 
nipeg presented him with a rinp 
as a Canadian champion. Ocven- 
noy said then be had no intention 
of turning professional but had 
his eye on tlio 1954 Uritlsh Em- 
pire Games In Vancouver. 

Ho was ono of tho si.x Invited 
to Yalo University to train with 
famous Coach Dob Kippus. On his 
return to Canada his training car- 
ricd^him to the top in Manitoba 
championships. 

A week later, on llie eve of tlio 
Canadian Cliamplonsliips here, 
Dovenney was stricken with polio. 

Medical authorities, who have 
worked around his iron lung for 
more than two months, say ho is 
living in hope and battling like a 
champion to regain bis health.
